Refristration Is Upset Here— City Votes Against 
Garrison Bonds, Single Tax And $30 Pensions— 

Big Vote Comes Out 

With a majority of its 2641 voters registered as Democrats. 
Sierra Madre swung back into the Republican column 
at Tuesday's election with substantial majorities for all of the 
Republican candidates, contributing substantially towards the ma¬ 
jority of Carl Hinshaw who will take the place of a Democrat in 
Congress. 

It gave a majority to T. Fenton Knight, its community repre¬ 
sentative in the Assembly at Sacramento; for William A. Smith, the 
local dl-strict’s new representative on the board of supervisors, and 
voted emphatically against the single tax, revenue bond and $30 a 
week pension proposals. 

Its voters lagging in recent elections until less than 60 per 
cent went to the polls, 2066 expres.sed their will on Thiesday when 
the greatest vote ever was polled. Nearly 80 pr cent of the vote 
was ca.st. 

Election day was so ideal that only a bed-ridden citizen had 
any excu.se for remaining away from the sun-flooded polling places. 

Sierra Madreans contributed 970 votes towards the great State 
total against the revenue bond act, 1264 against the single tax 
proposition and voted down the "ham and eggs" No. 25 by a vote 
of 1202 to 686. 

Culbert L. Olson, Democrat, successful candidate for governor, 
received only 870 votes in Sierra Madre, which gave a majority of 
230 votes to Governor Merriam.
